Folks, 


I have been using an MFJ 9020 and generally like it. I built the original 
Rick Littlefield Radiokit QRP-20 and the MFJ version is pretty well 
conceived and constructed with the exception of the relay-based 
semi-breaking keying. 


Did I mention that I hate relays!!! As much as I loved my old Icom 730, the 
relay chatter drove me bonkers! The 735 uses solid state switching which is 
much better. I've owned a couple of TenTecs and their QSK is a delight, 
especially if you hookup with another op who knows how to work QSK. But I 
digress... 


I've twiddled with the QSK hold time on the 9020 so it stays keyed between 
the dits at about 25 wpm without chattering. This is OK for contest type 
exchanges and not too bad for 20wpm rag chews. I've listened to the keying 
on a receiver, and it sound OK even when the relay is chattering away. 


The other issue is the recovery time on the AGC. It seems to be very fussy. 
Tried running through the entire MFJ prescrbed tuneup procedure, e.g. 
setting the AGC voltage with a digital voltmeter and adjusting the regulator 
voltage to 10vdc, etc.. After several tries, I seem to find a compromise 
setting for everything. 


This weekend, I set up for some casual deckside operating by a lake in 
Virginia. That is, if one can be casual when it is 105 degrees outside. Make 
a few contacts and sought shelter in the air conditioned house (I know, I'm 
a wx wimp). 


When I tried later, I noticed that the AGC seemed to "hang" for about 5 
seconds after I stopped keying before the audio returned to normal. That is, 
I missed the first word or so of what the other guys were sending. Not too 
bad or ragchewing, but bad news for DXing! 


The rig was running on a Power Station battery which was freshly charged and 
was the same DC source I used to twiddle the settings. 


Don't know if the problem was heat related, voltage related or what. Before 
I start twiddling again, I wanted to know if anybody else on the list has 
experienced QSK/AGC problems with the 9020 and has any suggestions. 


Or, should i S-can it and build an OHR Explorer or something like that with 
real QSK. 


While I'm at it, saw that Wilderness is now selling the NorCal Sierra kit. 
Has anybody on the list built the Sierra? Are you happy with it and how 
would you rate the complexity/ease of construction? 


In response to Chuck's comment that the "memory is the first thing to go"... 
Actually the memory is the second thing to go, I don't remember what the 
first thing is.

Boy, do I feel like a boob! (Don't look like one) 


As you all may know, I have sent several notes to the list about the low 
power output on my SWL 30. Well, last night I decided to hook it up to 13.8 


and see if that would make any difference. The power output went up a little, 
1.2 watts out and I was encouraged. I did notice that the sidetone get louder 
and then softer and then louder, a lot louder. I decided to ground the RX key 
line to see if that made a differnence in the sidetone volume. Well, it sure 


did. The sidetone got REALLY loud and the rig would not stop keying. I 


quickly unplugged the unit from power and a quick finger check and nose check 


of the board revealed that the Q1 JFET that controls the sidetone mute had 


fried. Quick trip to the local electronics emporium and new JFET popped in to 
place. Hook the power back up and CRUD still solid keying. A quick unplug and 


finger and nose check revelealed that the JFET was still in good shape. It 


might also might be worth mentioning that every once in a while, while using 
ot testing on the rig, the sidetone would breifly jump to LOUD!! and then 
back to normal. I had attributed this to a cold solder joint to be found 
later, but NOOO! Back to the board. I looked at the area around Q1 and Hark! 
what is that? An electrolyic cap with it's intestines hanging out all over 
the board! I was sure that I plugged it in right.......... NOT! Plus lead to 
minus hole don't work so pretty good....0k so I pull the cap and realize that 
this is the only spot on the board that the markings for polarity indicate 
the plus hole and not the minus hole like ALL of the other cap holes..... 


SO the rest of the story.... 


I picked up the new cap today and will install it tonite. The tentative good 
news is that where the cap was located could be the whole problem with the 
power output. It was the one that was after the 8.0 mhz crystal and coil 
across pins 4 and 5 of the first xtal mixer chip. Common sense indicates to 
me that as the power increased, the reversed polarity of this cap would cause 
the output to get trashier and trashier..... 


So tonite in goes the good cap..... 


Boy, do I feel stupid..... Lesson learned.

Trinity Site Operation Report 


The Socorro Amateur Radio Association (SARA) operated NA5N from the 
Trinity Site for the 50th anniversary on July 16, 1995. The stations 
were located about 350 feet from the monument, well within the "ground 
zero" radius. It was a fun day, certainly entertaining (with all the 
protesters and MP's) but a bit disappointing as described below. 


Seven vehicles of hams were especially escorted to Trinity Site on 
saturday morning to erect the stations and antennas. We finished and 
left around noon with an appreciation for the hot desert sun. 


Sunday morning, seven vehicles of hams were once again escorted to Trinity 
Site at 0330 to be in place before the public gate opening. At 0500, hundreds 
of headlights could be seen approaching the site from the "Stallion Gate" 

18 miles away as they slowly moved across the desert floor towards us. The 
first several hundred people began arriving at the monument about 5:20, 

many running to the site, to be there at 5:29:45, the moment of the blast 
50 years ago. Many of this "first wave" were a large variety of protesters. 
(50 year-old hippies, people wearing decon suits, gas masks, etc.) 

In what was supposed to be a moment of silence turned into a circus as 
various protesters competed to be the one to destroy the moment ... the 
result of which you no doubt saw on TV by now as the protester throwing 
blood on the monument was wrestled to ground by MP's. Until noon, a 

steady stream of some 5500 people visited the site, many of which stopped 
to see the ham stations and the WW-II vintage radio equipment and working 
morse code keys we had on display. (We must have heard 3000 people tapping 
out "SOS" on the keys!). 


The operation started out quite nice with contacts being made shortly 
before 5am, both SSB and CW/QRP. However, about 6am, some retired Army 
hams showed up with a borrowed Air Force "Emergency Communications Van" 
and setup about 150 feet from our operation. While we were limited by the 
Army to 50 watts power, these guys operated 500 watts and just tore us 

up to being ineffective below 20M. They were the "Yucca Tactical Radio 
Group," using calls AA3CS, and had absolutely no regard for our operation. 


We are especially grateful to two Albuquerque hams, Ed KA8JMW and Dave 
AB5VC, who brought down their "HF van" and erected a 40 foot tower and 
3-element beam as one of our stations. They were able to point the beam 
towards Seattle to obtain a fair null from the AA3CS splattering and 

worked about 300 stations on 20M SSB. It was interesting experiencing 

the "pileups" encountered on occassion. The 40M SSB station, located about 
100 feet from the AA3CS guys, worked their hearts out on 40M SSB and fought 
the 500W QRM to keep that station active for about another 100 contacts. 


The CW stations were totally ineffective in working through this SSB. We 
approached AA3CS about 11am and asked them to please drop to 50 watts to 
conform to the same limitations imposed on us. He did, claiming he had no 
idea they were still at 500W, and shortly thereafter agreed to QRT to give 
us the last hour to ourselves. 


The gates were closed at 12:00 noon and we "broke camp," as did the other 
groups there (mostly news media). The inside of the CNN van, incidently, 

was very impressive. A hams dream-mobile. If you see any images of Trinity, 
look in the background ... if you see any tents (they were blue), that was 
us. The verticals and beam may be visable. 


A few notables: Just before tearing down my phased array friday nite, I 
worked fellow qrpers NFOZ, Larry in Denver and WOHEP (Pres. of CQC); they 
were the first 2 official Trinity contacts; W5UXH worked the most distant DX 
I think, JF1?? on 40M CW. And KK6MC/QRP James Duffey paid a nice "eyeball." 
There were countless numbers of hams in the crowd from around the country 
who stopped in to say hello, and many others just interested to see what we 
were doing. The PR aspect was very enjoyable. We were interviewed by a 

few representatives of the media, including NHK Tokyo and Monitor Radio. 


We obtained permission from White Sands for this operation in January 1995; 
we had made numerous preparations for a substantial effort; through no 
fault of our own, we just weren't able to conduct the level of activity, 
particularily the CW QRP effort, we had planned. Its a shame there are 
hams who "spirit" in this hobby are so far removed from the rest of us. 


Our special event station certificate, a photo of the blast overprinted 
with the information, remains available to any ham for the asking while 
supplies last. An SASE would be appreciated. Over the past month, I have 
received several emails protesting our effort, an opinion I respect. We 
went there to do ham radio, not support any position. It was a mark in 
history subject to ones personal reflection. I will say, I have far more 
respect for those who protested to me personally than the respect I now 
have for some of the protesters at Trinity Site sunday. Most of the 
protesters there, in all honesty, were well behaved (just kinda weird!) 


Bruised, but not out. We'll be back for the Colorado QRP QSO Party and 
the NorCal QRP Afield contest ... far away from obnoxious retired army 
zits whose life-time exposure to "Trinitite" was exceeded.

Right now, there is 
nothing special within 10-10 for QRP, but I am working on a QRP 10-10 
award to go with the many others in the 10-10 award program. I have 
worked 10 qrp and worked others on 10 QRP, including a CO station 1 watt 
solar power. Openings on 10 are beginning to show up frequently, but 
erratically, so it pays to check into 10 every now and again. 


During the sunspot lull, most SSB activity has been .300-.500. The 10-10 
paper chasers tend to hang out around .345, which may be a good frequency 
to monitor, since if there is any kind of opening anywhere, these folks 
will be active--even if QRO. As the band improves, another popular 
frequency will be .825, which many paper chasers use for dx QSOs with 
other 10-10ers. IT may be useful for everyone to think about the 
possibility of a QRP SSB calling frequency under .500, since there may be 
a number of N-Ts within the QRP ranks who cannot go above .500 until they 
complete their next step in upgrading. 


I'll be happy to receive (direct) any and all ideas toward a 10-10 QRP 
award, perhaps with power level achievements <5, <1, <x mW, for example. 
I do not want to make it too complex, but receiving a QRP station is as 
much a challenge as making a contact transmitting QRP--and 2-way QRP is 
best of all. 


Incidentally, each quarterly 10-10 newsletter has a number of columns, 
including one on dx and another on antennas (or An-Ten-Ten-nas).

I appreciate your suggestion, and Wilderness Radio will likely include the 
PCB and crystal in the partial kit at some point. It's up to Bob Dyer. 

But I'm overcommitted for the next six weeks (work, wedding, you name it!) 
and won't get the final PCB artwork to the PCB house until early September. 
The layout is critical; it wasn't easy getting everything onto a board 
small enough to fit on the front panel of the NC40. 


In the mean time, Wilderness wanted to make the two ICs available right 
away for those who want to roll their own. If you recall, the Curtis keyer 
chip--which doesn't do a fourth of what the KC1 chip does--has been sold 
"board-less" for years to homebrewers. In fact for most of its lifetime it 
was offered at just a few dollars less than Wilderness is asking for the 
KC1-IC. (And when I think back on the nights and weekends spent writing 
the firmware, I have no doubt that I would happily have paid the $24.50 if 
someone else had done the work!) 


One thing you might want to do is buy the partial kit, breadboard the 
keyer/counter (using a socket for the processor), try it out, and then call 
Bob in September and bug him about getting the PC board cheap. :) Given 
that you're an early adopter, I'd appreciate any feedback you have for me 
on the firmware.

The Rock Loop is a tuned loop antenna that uses #12 wire in a square 
configuration. On one side of the square is a 100 pf air variable across an 
insulator. On the other side of the square is a balun made from a t50-2 
toroid. The primary side of the "xformer" goes to the coax feedline, one side 
to center and the other side to ground. The primary is wound with 20 turns of 
#22 enameled wire. The secondary is 5 turns of #22 and one side of the 
secondary goes to the one side of the insulator and the other side to the 
other. The antenna is split in half at each insulator. Near the coax 
feedpoint and balun, across about a 2 inch span on the loop wire, you solder 
a mini christmas tree bulb. To tune the antenna, you feed the antenna with 
about 2 watts at the desired frequency and adjust the cap for maximum 
brightness on the bulb! 


I will try to work up a drawing of the antenna if there is enough interest 
generated, and also include the issue information of the Five Watter that the 
antenna is in. 


I am planning on enclosing the bulb/balun side in a small enclosure, the cap 
side in a small enclosure, then using small diameter PVC tubing using a 4 
way tee in the center to make the loop supports out of. That way I can make 
the wire loop "disconnectable" from the supports and break the supports down 

into 2 foot sections for transport. 


If anyone wants the drwing or more specifics, let me know. Will be a good 
antenna for traveling and motels and such, as it should tune 15-30 meters and 
is CHEEP!
